ESTABLISH GUILT 
IN POLICE INQUIRY 


Civil Service Commission Finds 
He Neglected Duty and 
—— [s Inefficient. 


HE KNEW. OF GAMBLING 


Says He Could Not Stop It; Efforts 
by Defense. to Besmirch 
Witness -Fail. 


MORE POLICEMEN FACE CHARGES 


Lieut, William W. Walsh was found guilty 
of neglect of duty and inefficiency by the civil 
service ‘commission last night. 

He was ordered discharged from the police 
department. The charges were the result 
of gambling operated openly in the streets 
near Comiskey baseball park on Labor day, 
which the lieutenant failed to suppress al- 
though ‘he was in charge of the*policemen 
detailed there. 

The verdict was reached on the evidence 
of photographs depicting gambling scenes 
at the park and the testimony of a few news- 
paper men and citizens. Against this was 
the testimony of nearly 100 policemen who, 
after taking oath, solemnly insisted that 
they “gaw no gambling.’”” Walsh's defense 
was prepared and conducted by State Senator 
Samuel A; Ette!son. 

Patrolman Charles J. McClellan, working 
under Walsh, was |found guilty on similar 
charges last week. He was likewise dis- 
charged, 


Day Full of Developments. 

The final day of the Walsh tria] brought 
forth a number of startling developments. 
Among them were: 

Decision of the commission to prefer 
charges against fifteen or twenty other 
policemen for allowing gambling at Com- 
iskey park. 

Collapse of defense “‘frame up” to 
besmirch John L. Spellman, newspaper 
reporter witness for commission. 

Demand of Raymond O'Keefe, alleged 
blackmailer, that commission stop charges 
of blackmail made against him by police 
officers 

Promise of Attorney Patrick H. O’Don- 
nell to lay affidavits before United States 
district attorney today showing that 
O'Keefe, impersonating a secret service 
operative, arrested a woman to further a 
police blackmail scheme. 

Questioning of two detectives by com- 
missioners concerning alleged attempts of 
policemen to compel levee denizens to give 
testimony to blacken the character of po- 
lice trial witnesses. 


Walsh Admits There Was Gambling. 

The Walsh trial ended in the afternoon 
after the defendant had admitted on the wit- 
ness stand that gambling had occurred on 
Labor day and that he had been unable to fix 
the police responsibility for its non-suppres- 
sion. The final damaging statements came 
from the defendant after the collapse of an 
elaborate defense ‘‘ frame up” to besmirch 
the reputation of Spellman, witness against 
Walsh.) a | 

Lawyer Ettelson made a final plea for 
Walsh.’ He said the commission had no 
power to discharge Walsh after twenty-six 
years af successful police work, because it 
would he keeping the official from sharing in 
the police pension fund, and thus jeopardis- 
ing property rights without a jury trial, 

He ineisted the charges had not been 
proved. He paid a forensic tribute to Walsh 
for his good police record. But he made no 
mention in his argument of the elaborate 
effort to besmirch witnesses. 


Lower Halts Technical Plea. 

Commissioner Elton Lower halted the law- 
yer once to take issue with him over the right 
of the commission to discharge the police of- 
ficial. 

“If your position is right,” Mr. Lower said, 
“we would have no way of discharging any 
police official who has been on the force 
twenty ‘years and Is entitled to @ pension un- 
legs the man aim “mia | in court of some 
crime.” ‘ 

The eommissioners deliberated for more 
than two hours, and then/ Commissioner 
Campbell, chairman, @® the announce- 
ment: . 

“ The commission has found Lieut. Walsh 
guilty and ordered his discharge from the po- 
lice forge.” 


Walsh Admissions Surprise. 

Walsh's own testimony, admitting that 
gambling occurred on Labor day, came as a 
surprise, as his attorney has spent hour after 
hour of! the trial trying to show that there 
was no gambling, deepite photographs of the 
games and the insistent statements of wit- 
nesses for the commission. Walsh admitted 
that he received two complaints that the 
gamee were in operation on Labor day and 
that he went outside on two occasions to 
make investigations. 

He said he found no gambling either time 
and admitted on cross examination that he 
did not ask any of his men stationed for hours 
in the streete if they had seen games in oper- 
ation. He said his first trip outside the park 
was at 10:30 o’clock in the morning. 

* Did you see any gambling there then? ” 
Attorney W. W. Wheelock, special counsel! 
for the commission, asked. 

“I did not’ Walsh replied. 

Q.—Why did you take these trips outside 
the park? A.—I wasstanding ineide the park 
about 10:80 and a citizen came along and 
said: ‘Officer, is outside.” 
I went out to investigate. I told Policemen 
Kane and O'Brien to g0 out and they re- 
ported back later they found two old tables, 
but saw no gambling. 

Q.—You have heard all the testimony in 
this cage.

Supports Family by Needlework. 

Miss Teubner’s devotion to her mother ex- 
tended beyond the constant nursing. During 
the twelve years she has supported her aged 
father, herself, and mother, besides paying 
doctors’ bills, by needlwork, and has become 
independent.

TRIPOLI BOMBARDED TWICE. 

DJERBA, Tunis, Oct. 4.—Tripoli has been 
bombarded twice by the Italian fleet. The 
first shot was fired shortly after 8 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon. Shelling was resumed 
early this morning, after a quiet night. 

There was a steady but slow fire from the 
warships until dusk last evening, and shots 
also came from the forts in the town. 

The French steamer Tafana took a delega- 
tion from Djerba to the scene of hostilities, 
Among the party was the French consul 
general, M. Leon, who made several! inef- 
fectua! attempts to land. 

The Tafana was stopped about ten miles 
from Tripoli by a boat from the cruiser 
Varese, which offered it to return, but it re- 
mained for more than an hour, even creepe 
ing closer to the blockaded town. 


Watchers See Whole Fight.

The first shots‘were directed towards Char- 
chatti fort, and later Kerkereche fort was 
shelled. Ashe first shells burst over Tripoll! 
the garrisen seemed to awake. It returned 
the fire with vigor and energy. 

A heavy cannonade was kept up on both 
sides‘for & few minutes and then firing be- 
camie desultory. So far as could be seen rf 
warship was hit. 

Vice Admiral Faravell!l at 4 o'clock ordered 
his ships to cease firing to permit the town 
to surrender, but no sign was given. and 
after a few minutes the ships began again. 

This time great havoc was wrought. Fort!l- 
fications .were razed, the forts suffered 
severely, and the lighthouse to the north- 
west was destroyed by shells from the 
Garibaldi. 

Turk Casualties Unknown,

The second division of the fleet, under Vice 
Admira!

It is denied that 
any bluejackets will be landed in the imme- 
diate future. Such a landing may possibly 
be decided upon after the arrival of the ex- 
peditionary corps. 

Before beginning the bombardment of 
Tripoli the Italian squadron removed all 
mines and made a careful revision of the 
hydrographic chart. to insure safety to the 
coming transports. This operation lasted 
ecveral days, and probably explains the real 
reason for the delay in the bombardment. 

Four italian officers have come to Djerba 
and are proceeding overland toward Tripoil 
ob a recconnoitering expedition, as the 
Arabs are expected to offer stubborn resiat- 
ance to the occupation of the vilayet. 


Rome Hears of Engagement.

Bombardment by the fleet. which began yes- 
terday and continued today, has shattered 
all the forts and silenced the guns of the 
Turks. 

Residents of the city, both native and 
allen, escaped physical injury or property 
loss, the fire of the Italian vessels being 
directed entirely at the batteries. The gar- 
risons, driven from the forts, began fire 
from the hills back of the city, but soon 
were dislodged. 

Wireless dispatches say the Italians went 
through the efhgagement without the loss 
of a life It is feared the casualties of the 
defenders were heavy, as they stuck to their 
guns until all were put out of service by 
the Italian cannon. The governor of the 
province is reported to have been injured. 

It is possible that the Italian force wil 
not land in the city until the arrival of re- 
enforcements. Four thousand men are all 
that are available now. 


Four Ships in Engagement. 

It was at 3 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
that Vice Admiral Faravelli signaled to the 
cruisers Varese, Giuseppe Garibaldi, and 
Francesco Ferruccio the bombardment was 
about to begin. These, with the battleship 
Benedetto Brin, the flagship, steamed within 
two kilometers of the town. 

The Garibaldi at 3:30 p. m. fired first and 
well placed shelis struck the governor's 
Palace. Immediately the palace and the 
Amelia and Sultana forts replied.

“marks. Then the Varese and Francesco Fer- 
Succio fired at the fortifications, the light-

at of the Turks more feeble. Many guns 
were seen to be dismounted and the palace 
Was severely battered. The central forts 
ceased firing at 5 p. m., but the outer forts 
kontinued to fire until sunset, when the fleet 
‘withdrew. 


Action Resumed in Morning. 

The bombardment was resumed this morn- 
ing, with,the object of completing the de- 
Struction of the batteries. It was heavier 
than that of yesterday, but the outer forts 
had been reduced to ruins and were unable 
to reply. The Turks removed their guns to 
the heights beyond the town and reopened 
fire from there. They were, however, dis- 
persed by shrapnel from the fleet and fied 
in al! directions. 

The warships confined their fire so far as. 

possible to the forts of the palace, and were 
careful to spare private buildings. The de- 
struction of the lighthouse was necessary, 
because it was adjacent to the fort which kept 
up {ts fire. 
_ None of the Turks’ shots reached the ships. 
Admiral Aubrey ordered that the ships ab- 
stain from using guns of the largest caliber, 
as they were unnecessary. From the bat- 
tleships the officers could plainly see the 
Pffect of their shots and realized that in a 
few hours all the forts might be dismantled 
and their batteries silenced. This, however, 
jrould be at the cost of the lives of all the de- 
fenders, a result which the fleet wag trying 
fo avoid.

SHOPMEN USE DYNAMIT TE. 


Troops Fired On; New Employes 
Flee; Authorities Declare 
Martial Law. 
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McComb City, Miss., Oct. 4—([Special. }— 
Mobs of striking Illinols Central shopmen 
and strike sympathizers attacked small 
squads of the state troops here tonight. 
Pitched battles followed. A number of strik- 
ers were badly injured and severa} soldiers 
were beaten into insensibility. The strike- 
breakers have fied to New Orleans, leaving 
the town In the hands of the victorious strik- 
ers and the troops. 

McComb City is under martial law. The | 
entire Third r.giment, Mississippi national 
guard, was ordered here after a series of 
riots and bloody fights culminating in an 
attempt to dynamite a car occupied by 100 
strikebreakers yesterday morning. 


One Killed; Two Wounded. 

Lem Haley, a striker, was shot and killed 
near the Illinois Central shops, Carl Canton 
and Truly Curtis. strikers, were shot and 
éangerously wounded The identity of the 
assailants if not known, but strikers say 
the shooting was done by railroad guards. 

City police and railroad officers declare Ha- 
ley was shot by union pickets, who mistook 


him fora strikebreaker. 

State troops are patrolling the streets day 
and night. They worked singly for a time. 
When several of them were beaten and 
stripped of their guns and uniforms they were 
sent out in patrols of three, 

During two different attacks on equads by 
mobs a number of shots were interchanged. 
It was reported that two strikers had been 
killed, but the report could not be verified. 


Soldiers Beaten by Strikera. 

Two soldiers were injured so seriously that 
they were taken to a local] hospital. Physi- 
cians said one had sustained a fractured 
skull. The other was beaten almost to death, 
and grave fears were expressed for his re- 
covery. 

That the strikers, in their ¢esperation to 
win recognition of the shopmen’s federation, 
are making elaborate plans to use dynamite 
is the belief of the local authorities. All 
vehicles entering the city are being searched 
on the outskirts of town for explosives. 

One burdred and twenty-five strikebreak- 
ers came near being blown to atoms in the 
dynamite explosion that took place early in 
the morning. They were sleeping in a bulld- 
ing in the rallroad ass near the scene of 


the explosion. 


Strikebreakers Fear Dynamite. 

The strikebreakers ran panic-stricken 
about the railroad yards. It was an hour 
before a large force of special officers and 
policemen could collect them. They hud- 
dled together in another building for the 
rest of the night, expecting t6 be blown up 
any minute. 


HARRIMAN LINES REPORT QUIET. 

No trouble was reported on the Harriman 
lines. Julius Kruttschmitt, cdrector of main- 
tenance, said that thus far the strike had not 
interferred with business or operation. The 
Harriman system continues to hire atrike- 
breakers. 

A move to invoke the sweeping power of 
the Sherman anti-trust law against the strike 
was made yesterday by the Illinois Central. 
according to President C. H. Markham 
lawyers are investigating the application of 
the law. He said the company would prob- 
ably prosecute the leaders of the Federation 
of Mechanical Crafts that called the strike 
as a combination and conspiracy in restraint 


of trade.

LONDON, Oct. 4-—Dr. Joseph Bell, from 
whom Sir Arthur Conan Doyle drew his fa- 
mous character of Sherlock Holmes, died to- 
day. Dr. Bell was @ Scottish surgeon. He 
succumbed at his home, Maurice wood, Milton 
Bridge, Midlothian. 

Dr. Bell, who was born in 1837 and was 
an instructor of Doyle when the latter was 
a medical student at Edinburgh in the early 
‘80s, was not only an enthusiast in his study 
of mysterious crimes but was the man who 
gave to Doyle his first insight into the wonder- 
ful possibilities of the ** deductive method " 
of arriving at facts-—-the method which Sher- 
lock Holmes always used in the famous 
atories. 

The future author, then hovering between 
a choice of literature or medicaine as a pro- 
fession, was much impressed at the time, 
but it was not until long alterward that the 
impression thus formed developed into the 
detective narratives put in the mouth of 
Dr. Watson. These gained such popularity 
and were sought by publishers with such 
frequency, that they palled on Doyle him- 
self and he killed the fictional Sherlock in an 
Alpine adventure only to let him turn up 
again when the demand continued too strong. 

Doyle said of Dr, Bell: “‘ He would sit in 
the patients’ waiting room with a face like a 
red Indian and diagnose people as they came 
in, even before they had time to open their 
mouths. He would tell them their symptoms 
and would even give them details of their past 
life and he would hardly ever make a mis- 
take.”’ 

Dr. Bell was educated at Edinburgh univer- 
tity and went through the regular course of a 
hospital surgeon from dresser to senior sur- 
geon and consulting surgeon at Edinburgh 
Royal infirmary. He was the author of a 
“ Manual of Surgical Operations’’ and of 
‘* Notes on Surgery for Nurses.”

A letter pertinent to his resignation from ) 
the federal Circuit court failed to move 


Judge Peter S. Grosscup yesterday, and he 
announced that he thought he would hand 
down his last decision today. This decision 
will be in the case of the foreclosure of the 
Chicago and Milwaukee Electric railroad. 
The letter was written by Dean John H. 
Wigmore of the Northwestern University 
School of Law and was printed In the Illinois 
Law Review. It did not attack Judge Gross- 
cup, but it showed that the bench wasaea good 
refuge for a person threatened with an in- 


vestigation of an evil career. 


[Women Arrested 


Judge Grosscup was informed of the article —

“Jy don’t care to discuss Dean Wigmore,’’ 
he sald. “So far as I know, he always has 
been friendly to me. This publication dees 
pot worry me at all, nor suggest a change 
jp my plans. As I said before, I know of no 
reason Why I shall not send in my resigna- 
tion immediately after the Chicago and Mil- 
waukee decision is given.” 


Follows Newspapers for Facts. 

Dean Wigmore, in ‘his letter on * Judge 
Grosscup’s Resignation and the Bar,” says 
he knows nothing of the circumstances, ex- 
cept from newspaper accounts. These told 
ef the judge's sudden dectsion to resign, and 
his equally sudden decision to withhold his 
resignation when publicity has been given to 
a two year investigation of his conduct on 
and off the bench. 

“1 wish merely to comment on Judge 
Grosscup’s own words as reported,” he says. 
“The public needs to be informed of the sig- 
nificance of his attitude. 

“And my comment is this: That so long 
as Judge Grosscup, or any federa! judge, re- 
mains on the bénch no adequate investiga- 
tion of any charges, however well founded, 
can be expected to mature. 


Lawyers Fear for Future. 

“The public does not fully understand the 
position of a judge, in refpect to his immu- 
nity oor exposure by the bar. His profes- 
sional iniquities or incompetencies, if any,
